4.  (*T)  l*>gr.siicR:  a.  Tho  problems  in  logistics  arc  many.  Most 

of  tho  problems  could  bo  alleviated  or  improved  upon.  For  a  long  period 
of  time,  many  assigned  personnel  were  without  items  n:V  equipment,  most¬ 
ly  TA  50-901  oquipmunt.  For  thirty  days,  or  longer,  personnel  wore  as¬ 
signed  without  individual  weapons,  ammunition  pouches,  helmet  liners, 
and  pistol  belt3.  This  problem  is  felt  to  bo  unocossary  since  most  of 
tho  items  are  in  abundant  supply  at  CONUS  installations.  Deploying 
units  could  bo  givon  c  ten  percent  overago  to  cover  excess  personnel. 

Tho  same  pronciplo  could  apply  to  individual  small  arms.  This  would 
also  cover  individual  arms  lost  a3  a  result  of  combat,  or  items  lost, 
damaged  or  destroyed  not  through  carelessness  or  neglect.

Discussion:  Each  firing  battery  has  boon  augmented  with  two 
ground  forward  observer  teams,  but  only  the  officer  personnel  have  boon 
rocoivod.  The  onlistod  men  have  not  boon  received.  Sinco  the  last  re¬ 
porting  period,  the  majority  of  equipment  for  the  forward  observer 
teams  has  teen  received. 


Observation:  Tho  lack  of  personnel  mnkos  it  necessary  .to  pull 
personnel  from  other  soctions.

j .  Item:  Aircraft 

Discussion:  Tho  air  section  that  was  organic  to  the  6th 
Battalion  32d  Artillery  was  withdrawn  by  General  Order.  Presently,  tho 
unit  rocoives  a  UH-1D  every  other  day.  Tho  firing  batteries  arc  still 
spread  out  over  a  considerable  distance.  Tho  groat  distances  combined 
with  tho  fact  that  somo  of  the  roads  arc  quite  unsafo  for  vohiclo  tra¬ 
vel  moke  air  travel  very  nccossary. 

Obsorvation:  Having  tho  uso  of  a  UII-1D  helicopter  every 
other  day  helps  considerably.  If  tho  battalion  wore  to  have  its  organ- 
lioaviation  section,  much  more  could  bo  dono,  i.o.,  visual  reconnais- 
sanco,  registration  of  each  battery,  resupply  missions  and  command  and 

control. 


1c,  Item:  Organization  of  Battery  Positions 

Discussion:  Battery  installations  should  bo  scloctod  for 
tho  best  possible  drainago  to  circumvent  floods.  Caro  should  also  be 
taken  during  tho  dry  season  because  of  tho  unseasonable  rains. 
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Observation!  Battery  installations  should  bo  built  above 
ground  vJth  heavy  reinforcements  rather  than  dug  in  underground  to  pre¬ 
vent  having  flooded  bunkers. 

2.  (U)  Training  and  Organization 

I  ton!  Firing  Battery  Operations 

Discussion!  Firing  batteries  nost  frequently  operate  indepen¬ 
dently  in  Vietnam. 

Observation!  In  CONUS,  emphasis'  should  be  place  on  battory 
training.  Eattory  training  tests  should  be  noro  strongly  emphasized. 
Headquarters  Battory  porsonnol  and  Service  Battory  personnel  should  ro- 
coive  mortar  training,  either  81mm  or  4.2  inchr.  Tho  Headquarters  Battory 
personnel  could  operato  either  mortars  or  105mn  towed  howitzers  for  illu¬ 
mination  of  tho  base  camp  area.  Howitzers  could  bo  utilized  for  illu¬ 
mination  and  possibly  for  dofenso  of  base  camp  area.  There  aro  avail¬ 
able  porsonnol  in  Battalion  FDC  within  the  two  batteries  to  porform  the 
additional  duties  which  would  usually  bo  in  the  ovoning  after  normal 
operations  coase.  In  our  area,  firo  requests  for  illumination  aro  sont 
to  RGK  units.  More  often  than  not,  a  language  problem  causes  consider¬ 
able  delay.  As  a  bare  minimum,  Headquarters  and  Sorvice  Battorios  per¬ 
sonnel  should  receive  semo  type  of  weapons  training,  i.o.,  mortars  or 
105mm  howitzer. 

3.  (U)  Intolligonco.  a.  Maps:  Units  should  bo  pormittod  to 
open  and  inventory  maps  prior  to  doparting  CONUS. 

b.  Item!  Intolligonco  Sources  ' 

Discussion!  Intelligence  summaries  through  normal  distri¬ 
bution  still  arrive  too  late  to  bo  of  any  roal  value.  . 

Observation!  Our  fastost  and  most  roliablo  means  of  ob¬ 
taining  intelligence  information  is  through  daily  contact  with  MACV  Ad¬ 
visory  Toams  and  ROK  battalion,  regimental  and  division  hoadquartors, 
which  aro  looatod  noarby. 

4.  (U)  Logistics,  a.  I  ton!  Fuel  Resupply  . . 

Discussion!  With  tho  battorios  spread  such  distances  from 
tho  battalion,  rosupply  of  fuol  to  somo  aroas  remains  a  critical  prob¬ 
lem. 


Observation!  Each  battory  should  havo  a  fuol  tanker  and  a 
1  l/2  ton  trailor  with  600  gallon  pod.  This  would  work  out  woll  sinco 
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tho  bo.ttorics  liavo  to  make  daily  resupply  trips  to  various  logistic 

points. 

b.  I  ten:  Clothing  and  Equipment 

Discussion:  I  Field  Forco  Vietnam  patches  are  not  roadily 

available. 

Obsorvation:  Bulk  issue  of  patches  should  bo  availablo 
for  issue  to  units  immediately  upon  arrival  in  country. 

c.  It on:  Individual  Small  Anas 

•  Discussion:  Most  frequently,  units  go  over  strongth  in 
persomol  gains.  Woapons  should  bo  availablo  for  issuo. 

Obsorvation:  If  each  unit  woro  issued  as  much  as  ton  pen. 
cent  ovorago  in  snail  arias,  this  would  take  caro  of  sudden  increases  in 
personnel  gains Jmd  combat  losses. 

5.  (U)  Porsonnol.  a.  I  ten:  Personnel  Actions 

Discussion:  Delays  in  receipt  of  USARV  publications  has 
greatly  hampered  the  normal  processing  tine  of  personnel  actions,  re¬ 
ports  and  correspondence . 

Observation:  This  can  bo,  attributed  directly  to  lack  of 
couriers  between  higher  headquarters  and  subordinate  units  and  none  re¬ 
ceipt  of  directives  from  immediate  major  command  wliich  require  reports. 

A  unit  on  D~1  status  should  bo  permitted  to  send  a  personnel  represen¬ 
tative  to  the  necessary  overseas  command  for  tho  express  purpose  of 
coordination,  obtaining  general  and  specific  information  and  securing 
publications  and  administrative  procedures  in  the  major  overseas  command 
Directives  and  forms  issued  by  tho  Department  of  the  Army,  such  as  DA 
Form  428  (ID  Cards),  GED  test  material,  battery  test,  identification 
tags  and  printing  machine,  should  be  nado  standard  TOE  for  all  D-1  units 
Thoso  and  other  items  arc  hard  to  cone  by  in  RVN  and,  in  many  cases, 
individuals  must  travel  a  groat  distance  in  order  to  obtain  ID  cards, 
dog  tag3,  educational  testing,  etc.  Personnel  section  must  be  prepared 
to  send  teams  to  various  batteries  at  least  or.co  a  month.  The  express 
purpose  is  to  render  direct  service  to  olomonts  in  tho  field  such  as 
pay  probloms,  assignment  and  reassignmont  information. 

b.  Item:  Financo 


Discussion:  Each  individual  must  bo  served.  Although  it 
is  the  responsibility  of  oach  individual  to  start  and  stop  his  allot- 
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rents,  the  pay  unction  of  the  unit  personnel  must  spend  nuch  more  time 
explaining  pay  adjustments,  allotments  and  savings  programs,  Many  pay 
probloms  could  very  easily  be  avoided  if  both  the  individual  and  pay 
clerks  would  ascertain  the  true  facts  regarding  any  financial  arrange¬ 
ments  desired  by  the  individual,  making  absolutely  certain  that  addres¬ 
see  or  recipient  of  allotment  is  correct,  that  the  total  amount  of  al¬ 
lotments  does  not  oxceed  gross  pay.  Tho  initiation  of  changes  of  ad¬ 
dress  on  allotments  is  another  source  of  hardship  cases  being  under* 
taken  ly  these  men  because  it  was  not  done  at  tho  proper  time.  A  tho¬ 
rough  roviow  of  each  month’s  Military  Pay  Voucher  must  bo  undertaken  by 
all  personnel.  Timely  submission  of  allotment  changes  groatly  reduces 
hardship  to  dopondents.  The  individual  soldier  must  bo  aware  of  all 
these  facts. 


Observation:  During  the  training  periods,  D-1  units  should 
conduct  an  information  session  at  least  once  oach  week  to  cover  finance 
and  personnel  matters. 


c.  Item:  Management 

Discussion:  An  acuto  problem  arises  in  personnel  manage¬ 
ment  when  personnel  clerks  and  supervisors  aro  unaware  of  policies  and 
procedures  to  follow  in  complying  with  command  requirements.  This 
would  include  submitting  reports  which  affoct  tho  status  of  the  indivi¬ 
dual  and  unit,  such  as  AOR,  ORR,  Reduction  of  Rotational  Humps,  Quar¬ 
terly  Rota tecs  Report,  transportation  travel  reports  (seat  reservation 
for  personnel  returning  for  PCS),  timely  submission  of  requisitions  for 
shortages  of  officer  and  onlistod  personnel  and  KOS  tests  and  promotion 
policies.  All  these  administrative  requirements  should  be  made  readily 
available  to  the  D-1  unit  prior  to  deploymont. 

Observation:  Up  to  dato  publications,  directives  and 
othor  procedures  should  bo  raado  available  to  the  EM  unit.  General  Or¬ 
ders  attaching  and  detaching  units  should  be  coordinated  through  all 
staff  olement3  of  that  unit.  Field  campaign  information  should  bo  made 
available  to  the  Si  for  posting  to  M/R  as  required  by  AR  335-60, 

6.  (U)  Othor.  a.  Item:  M578  or  M543  Recovery  Vohicle 

Discussion:  Tho  firing  batteries  still  have  no  organic 
recovery  or  lift  capabilities.  With  tho  batteries  sproad  out  as  they 
are,  a  constant  problem  exists  especially  with  tho  rapid  rato  of  resup¬ 
ply  of  Class  V. 


Observation:  During  ar tillers’1  preparations  in  support  of 
operations,  the  Class  V  resupply  rate  is  frequont  and  enormous.  Some¬ 
thing  with  lift  capability  is  mandatory.  An  M578  rocovery  vohicle  or 
on  M543  wrecker  would  solve  tho  problem. 
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b.  Item:  Maintenance 

Discussion:  Because  of  the  difference  in  temperature  oyer 
a  twenty  four  hour  period,  fuel  tr.plis  and  file  control  instiunbnts  havo 
c.  problon  with  condensation. 

Observation:  Riel  tank3  should  be  kept  as  full  as  possi¬ 
ble.  During  periods  when  fire  control  instruments  are  not  in  use,  they 
should  bo  kept  in  a  fabricated  hot  box.  Deploying  units  should  make 
hot  boxes  bofore  arriving  in  country. 

Discussion:  Being  located  on  the  coast  whore  sand  is 
abundant,  equipmont  must  be  lubricated  more  frequently. 

Observation:  Units  should  attempt  to  obtain  additional  lu¬ 
bricating  equipment  before  arrival  in  country. 

Discussion:  Due  to  the  extremely  high  temperatures,  seals, 
gaskets,  flexhoses  and  fluid  carrying  hoses  crack  and/or  wear  out  more 
quickly  than  normal. 

Observation:  Deploying  units  should  bo  permitted  to  in¬ 
crease  stockago  levels  of  seals,  gaskets,  hosos,  flexlines,  brake  shoos, 
wheel  bearings  and  radiators. 

Discussion:  Moro  personnel  should  be  trained  as  generator 
operators  and  on  many  different  types  of  generators,  i.e. ,  1,5  KW,  3  KW, 
10  KW,  100  KW  and  125  KW  respectively.  More  personnel  should  be  trained 
as  heavy  equipment  operators,  i.e.,  bull  dozers,  forklifts  and  front 
and  scoop  loadors. 

Observation:  Generators  are  utilized  more  than  normal. 

As  a  result,  more  maintenance  is  required.  Personnel  should  bo  highly 
trained,  A  unit  should  have  additional  heavy  equipment  operators  since 
much  work  is  done  in  loading,  off  loading,  building  fortifications,  base 
camp  roads  and  firing  positions. 

Part  II  Recommendations 

1.  (U)  Operations:  a.  Recommend  that  forward  observer  sections 

be  complete  prior  to  arrival  in  Vietnam.  Forward  observation  section 
should  be  authorized  a  l/4  ton  vehicle  with  trailer.  A  different  typo 
TOE  should  bo  used,  preferably  a  105  towed. 

b.  Recommend  that  distance  measuring  equipment  bo  available 
for  use  by  battalion  teams. 
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o.  Recommend  that  base  camp  elements  bo  issued  mortars  or  105mm. 
howitzers  for  purpose  of  illumination  and  defense  of  base  comps. 

d.  Recommend  that  firing  battory  TOE:s  be  increased  to  add 
one  E6  and  two  E4  computers  to  the  fire  direction  center. 

o.  Rocommond  that  ono  UH-1D  aircraft  be  made  available  on  a 
daily  basis. 

2.  (U)  Rocommond  that  the  Headquarters  and  Service  Batterios 
personnel  receive  mortar  training  or  105mm  howitzer  training  prior  to 
departure  to  Vietnam. 

3.  (U)  Intelligence:  Rocommond  a  better  courier  service  bo  es¬ 
tablished.  Intelligence,  as  a  rule,  are  one  week  late.  Under  normal 
conditions,  it  takes  seven  days  for  courier  sorvioo  from  major  command 
headquarters  to  our  battalion. 

4.  (U)  Logistics:  a.  Recommend  that  firing  batteries  be  autho¬ 
rized  fuel  tankers. 

b.  Recommend  that  certain  TOE  and  TA  50-901  items  bo  issued  . 
at  least  a  ten  percent  overage  in  certain  items,  i.c.,  web  gear,  helmet, 
helmet  liner,  ammo  pouches,  first  aid  packets  and  individual  woapons. 

c.  Roconmend  that  each  battory  bo  issued  on  extra  water  trai¬ 
ler. 

5.  (U)  Other:  a.  Recommend  that  each  heavy  firing  battory  bo 
issued  an  M573  recovery  vehicle  or  an  M543  wrecker. 

b.  Recommend  that  cortain  PLL  items  bo  stocked  in  greater 
quantities  than  normlly  authorized,  i.e,,  seals,  gaskets,  fluid  carrying 
hoses,  wheel  bearings,  brake  shoes  and  radiators.

d.  Section  2,  part  I,  par  lj.  Organization  has  had  use  of  an 
0-i  on  an  every-other-day  basis.  Its  use  has  been  limited  by  adverse  wind 
conditions.  Non-concur  in  recommendation  that  a  UH-1D  be  provided  on  a 
daily  basis.  Unit  should  be  authorized  aviation  section  of  one  fixed  wing 
and  one  rotary  wing  aircraft.  Request  for  action  on  this  recommendation  is 
included  in  MTOE  being  compiled. 

e.  Section  2  part  II,  pars  la,  b,  c,  d;  4a,  c;  5a.  Recommendations 
herein  are  included  in  MTOE  being  drafted  by  reporting  organization.

2.  Reference  Section  2  part  I  paragraph  lgi  This  item  will  be  re¬ 
solved  at  group  and  battalion  level. 

3.  Reference  Section  2  part  I  paragraph  4b.  6th  Bn,  32d  Arty  was 
issued  2272  regular  I  field  Force  Vietnam  shoulder  insignia  on  10  August 
1967.  Patch  was  officially  adopted  for  wear  in  December  1966  and  required 
procurement.  Subdued  insignia  issued  through  Headquarters,  I  Field  Force 
Vietnam  Artillery  was  from  a  one  time  procurement  contract  arranged  by  I 
Field  Force  Vietnam  with  issue  made  to  units  based  on  time  in-country. 

Normal  requisitioning  channels  are  to  be  used  to  obtain  the  subdued  insignia. 
Information  of  procedures  to  obtain  the  insignia  was  furnished  all  units  with 
fills  dependent  upon  availability.  I  Field  Force  Vietnam  has  a  due-out  for 
9000  subdued  shoulder  patches  for  artillery  units  attached  to  Headquarters,

4.  Reference  Section  2  part  I  paragraph  5a.  USARV  AG  Publications 
normally  serifs  a  complete  set  of  regulations  to  all  incoming  units  prior  to 
their  departure  from  CONUS.  A  personnel  representative  should  be  included 
in  the  advance  party  for  the  purpose  of  establishing  liaison  with  higher 
headquarters  concerning  reports  and  administrative  procedures  prior  to  the 
arrival  of  the  main  body.  GED  test  material  may  be  obtained  by  applying 

in  accordance  with  USARV  Reg  625-1.  Identification  tags  and  printing  machines 
should  not  be  made  standard  TOE  for  all  D-l  units  since  all  personnel  arriving 
in  Vietnam  are  required  to  have  these  items  in  their  possession. 

5.  Reference  Section  2  Part  II  paragraph  4b.  Units  are  authorized

(U)  This  headquarters  has  reviewed  the  6th  Battalion,  32d  Artillery 
Operational  Report  of  Lessons  Learned  for  the  quarterly  period  ending  31  July 
1967  and  pertinent  comments  are  as  follows: 

(C)  Reference  Section  II,  Part  II  (page  9)  -  Commander's  Recommendations: 

a.  Paragraph  4a:  Fuel  tankers  are  in  short  supply  throughout  the 
RVN.  Some  units  authorized  these  items  by  TOE  have  not  yet  received  the 
authorized  quantity. 

b.  Paragraph  4b:  AR  310-34  authorizes  the  submission  of  MTOEs 
for  up  to  10%  average  of  web  gear  and  related  items.  There  is  no  provision 

in  that  regulation  for  additional  weapons.  However,  all  overstrength  personnel 
are  authorized  a  weapon.  At  the  present  time  due  to  a  strike  at  the  Colt 
Plant  in  CONUS,  the  issuance  of  M16's  has  been  suspended.  However,  each  man 
may  still  be  issued  an  M14. 

c.  Paragraph  4c:  I  FFORCEV  Artillery  has  submitted  to  USARV  a 
request  for  approval  of  an  additional  water  trailer  for  each  battery  not 
collocated  with  the  battalion  or  another  battery.  However  no  action  has  yet 
been  taken  by  the  approving  headquarters.
